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Emanuel plans to call 
for decriminalization 
of marijuana statewide

Mayor Emanuel on Tuesday plans to call on 
state lawmakers to decriminalize marijuana 
possession statewide and to reduce the pen- 
alty to a misdemeanor for those caught with 
one gram or less of any controlled substance, 
according to City Hall sources familiar with 
the plan. 

Chicago already passed a law in 2012 that 
allowed poHce to issue tickets of $250 to 
$500 for someone caught with 15 grams or 
less of pot— the equivalent of about 25 ciga- 
rette-sized joints. Emanuel will recommend 
at state legislative hearing Tuesday that law- 
makers apply the provision to all of Illinois, 
Emanuel administration sources said late 


Monday 

The idea of changing possession of small 
amounts of any controlled substance from 
a felony to a misdemeanor is a new step for 
Emanuel, although such reductions in sen- 
tencing have been pushed by other elected 
officials, including Cook County Board Pres- 
ident Toni Preckwinkle. 

For Emanuel, who is up for re-election in 
February, the proposals could help him on 
two fronts: at the state Capitol and in city 
voting booths. 

Easing sentencing for less-violent crimes 
such as drug possession could help Emanuel 
win backing from state lawmakers who have 
been reluctant to pass tougher sentencing 
measures for gun crimes. But pushing for 
such progressive sentencing reforms also 
could help Emanuel politically, as the centrist 
Democrat braces for challenges from the 
political left in his upcoming campaign for a 


second term. 

“It is time to put 
our sentencing poli- 
cies in line with our 
values, reduce penal- 
ties for non-violent, 
low-level drug of- 
fenses so we don’t 
put people in prison 
who need drug treatment,” Emanuel said in 
a statement his office will release publicly 
Tuesday “It doesn’t make sense that one ar- 
rest for a very small amount of a controlled 
substance can lead to a lifetime of struggles, 
sending people in and out of prison and put- 
ting up barriers to getting a job or finding a 
place to live. We need action from Spring- 
field.” 

Emanuel administration officials said 
reducing penalties for drug possession are 
aimed at enticing state lawmakers to em- 


brace tougher gun penalties and to allow Chi- 
cago pohce to concentrate on street violence. 
Emanuel’s administration has been dogged 
by a spike in homicides in 2012 and a rash of 
high-profile shootings, some involving young 
children. 

“The key issue is we really want compre- 
hensive reform, and we want to reallocate 
resources we’re spending now on nonviolent, 
low-level offenders, so we can focus more on 
violent crime,” said an Emanuel administra- 
tion source familiar with the plan who was 
not authorized to speak publicly “This would 
free up a lot of officer time when you’re charg- 
ing someone with a misdemeanor instead of 
a felony, and it would obviously free up jail 
space, which is a priority for both the mayor 
and the Cook County board president.” 

The Emanuel administration estimates 
that 7,000 people are arrested each year for 
possession of one gram or less of a drug.

S oon after Wilson Ramon Torres moved into a West Rogers Park condo last year, he went looking for the building’s 
recycHng— and couldn’t find it. “Recycling obviously is a form of habit, and once I got into it, it was one of those 
things that I wanted to continue,” he said. But when he asked building managers about the recycling program, 
they confirmed that it didn’t exist, Torres, 40, said.

Torres is one of many Chicagoans who live 
in multi-unit buildings where the city does not 
collect recycling. Unlike single family homes, 
two-flats and some three-flats, which are is- 
sued blue recycling carts by the Department 
of Streets and Sanitation, larger apartment 
buildings are required by city law to provide 
their own recycling program to residents. 
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Recycling works better now. in 
terms of individual homes and 
buildings with four units or fewer, 
but when it comes to high-rises, 
it’s still kind of a crapshoot.”

But because the law isn’t strictly enforced, 
some residents have to be proactive to find 
out what recycling options are available to 
them, dispose of their recyclables themselves 
or forgo recycling entirely. The dilemma 
comes especially into focus around Septem- 
ber, when many Chicagoans are moving into 
new apartments, without a clear answer to the 
question of whether their buildings recycle. 

In 1993, the City Council passed an ordi- 
nance that requires multi-unit residential 
buildings to contract with waste management 
companies to provide recycHng in their budd- 
ings and present residents with a recycling 
plan when they move in. The deadHne to 
comply was in 1996. 

But, nearly a decade later, the city does not 
formally monitor whether residential build- 
ings are complying with the ordinance, ac- 
cording to Molly Poppe, a spokeswoman for 
the Department of Streets and Sanitation, 
and does not issue citations to buddings that 
simply don’t recycle. 

“We’re not fining high-density residential 
buildings,” she said. “The city’s goal is really 
to encourage recycling participation through 
conversations with residents, budding man- 
agers and owners of buildings, so we’re not 
looking to do penalties or punishments.” 

Poppe said it is likely that some residents 
are unaware that their buddings offer recy- 
cling because some budding managers or 
landlords do not do a thorough job explaining 
the recycling options to tenants. 

She said the department sends ward super- 
intendents to speak with local building man- 
agers and encourage them to educate tenants 
about recycling. 

“I live in a high-density building, and I 
didn’t know anything about [our recycling] 
until I asked management and they pointed it 
out to me,” she said. 

For the past several years, the focus of the 
city’s recycling program has been on estab- 
lishing and expanding its blue cart service to 
every eligible home, according to Chris Sauve, 
the department’s recycling director. Founded 
in 2007 but slow to get off the ground, the 
city’s blue cart program only began reaching 


every ward in 2013. 

The blue carts are available to more than 
600,000 city homes, he said, and the city 
expects to collect more than 120,000 tons of 
recychng this year. 

Sauve said it is likely that many Chicago 
high-rises recycle, but appear not to because 
all of their trash— including recyclables— is 
collected at the bottom of a single chute and 
sorted later by a waste management company 
Though that method of collecting recyclables 
is not the department’s preference, he said, it 
is the only option for some buildings with old- 
er infrastructure and no space to store recy- 
chng. Sauve said he does not know how many 
residential buildings recycle that way because 
the department does not keep detailed track 
of that information. 

“For us, the focus was to get the blue cart 
program rolled out, and see that collections 
are going well,” Sauve said. 

Some environmental advocates say the 
city’s recycling efforts are falling short, in part 
because the ordinance lacks teeth. 

“Recycling works better now, in terms of in- 
dividual homes and buildings with four units 
or fewer, but when it comes to high-rises, it’s 
still kind of a crapshoot,” said Mike Nowak, 
the president of the nonprofit Chicago Re- 
cycling Coalition, which advocates for bet- 
ter municipal recycling practices. “There’s 
no enforcement. That shows how ineffective 
[the city’s poHcy] is and why it needs to be up- 
dated.” 

Casey Wood, 21, of Wicker Park, sends her 
cans and bottles off to her roommate’s work- 
place to be recycled because she is unaware of a 
recychng program in their apartment building. 

After living in New Tbrk City, where she 
noticed recycling receptacles were widely 
available. Wood said she’s been surprised by 
how non-intuitive recycling opportunities are 
in Chicago. 

“You just assume that you move into an 
apartment and they’re going to recycle,” 
she said. “It’s just a common thing now, or it 
should be. So when you realize that they don’t, 
it’s kind of bizarre.”

Chicago Millennials love 
their city more, poll shows

Millennials might be Chicago’s biggest cheer- 
leaders. 

Young adults Uving in the city are more op- 
timistic about their quality of Ufe than other 
generations, according to a new poll from 
Charles Schwab, despite the fact that 75 per- 
cent of poll takers said the city is one of the 
worst in the country for crime and tax rates. 

The poU, published this month, surveyed 
1,000 Chicago-area residents between the 
ages of 21 and 75. Researchers characterized 
21-33 olds as Millennials. 

At higher rates than other generations 
polled, Millennials said they consider Chicago 
“a place for innovation,” “a place that is busi- 
ness friendly for large companies,” “a place for 
the middle class” and “a place to spend your 
retirement years.” 

Millennials who took the poll were also 
more likely to say that if money were “no ob- 


ject,” they would stay in Chicago rather than 
move away 

Compared with members of other genera- 
tions polled, Millennials also were more hkely 
to say that the overall cost of living in the 
Chicago area is “reasonable,” that Chicago’s 
pohticians are doing a “good job” with the lo- 
cal economy and that tax rates in Chicago are 
“reasonable.” 

Those conclusions come even as 42 percent 
of those polled found that living in Chicago 
“hurts” their ability to achieve their financial 
goals, while just 17 percent said it helps them. 

Overall, more than half of all respondents 
said Chicago is “one of the worst” U.S. cities 
in terms of cost of living, local government 
effectiveness, taxes and crime. In one bright 
spot, more than 80 percent said Chicago’s arts 
and dining options are some of the best in the 
country

A decorated Iraq war veteran who got into
